THEAMERICAN OCCUPATION ENDED 



The Last Battalkmof Uidted Statea 

Soldiers in Cuba Boarded the 
Army Transport Sumner, 



Preaident Palma, In An Addreee, Feel- 
ingly Voiced His Appreciation of 
All That the Americans Have 
Dene For Cuha. 

Havana, Feb. 6. — ^The last vestige ol 
the American occupation of Cuba dis 
appeared Thursday afternoon whet 
the American flag was lowered froa 
the Cabana barracks and the last bat 
tallon of American soldiers marchec 
to the Trisoomia pier and boardec 
the United Statee army transport 
Sumner. 

Standing on the plain near Cabans 
fortress between a line of America! 
and a line of Cuban troopa and sur 
rounded by a crowd of Americans an<! 
Cubans, President PaJma feelingly 
voiced his appreciation of all that tb< 
Americans have done for Cuba. 

The Sumner had brought the Ktli 
and 19th companies of United Statet 
artillery from Santiago and these 
troops participated with the 2l8t and 
22d companies, who have been sta 
tioned hero in the evacuation of tht 
Cabana barrack.s. 

President Palma and the members 
of his cabinet, Gen. Rodriguez, com- 
mander of the rural guards; United 
States Minister Squlers and the mem- 
bers of tho legation staff, took their 
places facing the center of the parade 
ground. 

The lines of troops consisted of the 
four American artillery companies, a 
company of Cuban artlltoy, a com- 
pany of rural guards on foot and a 
troops of rural guards, mounted. Aft- 
er the soldiers had present cd arms, the 
American flaK was slowly lowered 
from the staff over the barracks, a sa- 
lute of 21 guns meanwhile being fired 
from the fortress. The Cuban flag w^as 
raised In its place, and also saluted 
with 21 guns. 

President Palma then addressed Mr. 
Squlers and MaJ. Brown, ccmimander 
of the American troops, saying: 

"On thto momantoua occasion, the 
aincerity and d^th of my feellnga 
overcome me and my heart must pup- 
ply any deficiency of words. We are 
confronted by one of the most extra 
ordinary facts recorded in the annals 
of imlversal history, the departure 
from our shores of the last troops the 
United States had kept in Cuba, after 
helping us to secure our Independence 
and the blessings of freedom. They 
could stay longer, under any pretext 
whatever, or an unjust demand could 
be imposed upon us, but on the con- 
trary, the government of the United 
Statea, identified as it to with the lib- 
eral spirit and noble character of tho 
Amoriian pi niilc. willingly proves ita 
dlsintereslediH ss and the sincerity of 
the aid It rendered us by taking these 
men away and showing us at the same 
time that we have, as an Independent 
people, the confidence of (me of the 
moet powerful nations on earth." 

The Sumner will sail Friday, leav 
ing the 2l8t and 22d companies of ar 
tlllery at Fort Barrancas. Fla., and 
taking the others to Fort Washington, 
lid.

Caah Drawer In the Telegraph OfHce 
at Danville, Ky., Looted. 

Danville, Ky., Feb. 5 —W. B Rnrk- 
er, 2S yars old. recently married, waa 
found dead In the telegraph offlcn a 
few minutes before midnigfat Rucker 
to the night opekmtor.

This is tho 
general opinion in the diplomatic 
corps. Both at the Russian embassy 
and at the Japanese legation the sit- 
uatiOD in the far eaat la deacrlb^ as 
grave. ♦ 

It is stated at the Russian embassy 
that tlio Pt. Petersburg government 
'la-; 11,, nil' ;i determined and earnest 
effort for peace, even going so far as 
to offer magnanimous concessions in 
Corea. The question -of Manchuria, 
Russia is willing to discuss, taking 
the irronnd that this Is a subject for 
neiiotiation between St. Petersl iirg 
and Pd-ing and nrjt li( t\v< . n Ht. Pe- 
tersburg and Toklo. In the opinion of 
the Russian government Japan's legit> 
imate Interests In Manchuria do not 
e.xceed those of the United States and 
nreat Britain or of the other powers 
signatory to the peace iirotofol of 
1900. For this reason Russia h.is de- 
clared her wiUingnees to discriminate 
between the powers and enter into a 
special treaty with Japan. In U»e 
event of war it may be expected that 
the Russian government will address 
the i>'iwers setting forth her position, 
and briefly reviewing the \arioiis 
steps in'the negotiations. It is expect- 
ed by ftttaato that h war manifesto will 
be Immediately followed here by an 
official declaration of neutrality on the 
part of tlie I'nited States.

Wasliington, Feb. T). — Adni. Drwoy's 
BUggestionB in favor of heavy fighting 
Bhipe for the navy prevailed Thursday 
ivlth tbe houM committee on naval 
affairs orar the recom^mendation of 
the general board, gubmittcd hy Secre- 
tary Moody. The naval appropriation 
bin was foniplctcd by ihc (ommltloe 
after a hearing granted Adm. Dewey. 
It carried an aggregate appropriation 
of 996.000,000. The abipa authorized 
are one battleihip, two armored cruis- 
ers, three scout cruisers and two 
squadron roliiers. The appropriation 
of 15(10,01)0 made last year for two sub- 
marine boats was reappropriated, the 
boats to be purchased in the dlscre* 
tion of the aecretary of the navy. 
This building program Ktves a total of 
44,000 tons of heavy fighting ships as 
compared with 62,000 tons last year. 
The heavy construction provided will 
cost $21,750,000, while the lighter con- 
•tructiMi will bring the cost of the 
building program np to $28,000,000.
